Second volume of the Botanicar Macazine havin 

been brought to a concluſion fince the death of Mr. 
CurT1s, it ſeems proper that the very liberal encouragement 
this Work has continued to receive ſhould be oratefully ac- 
knowledged, the demand for it being by no means diminiſhed, 
notwithſtanding the irreparable loſs ſuſtained by that melancholy 
event, and the increaſed price, which the preſſure of the times 
has made neceſſary. 


To a few readers it may not be totally unintereſting to learn 
how the Botanical Magazine came under the preſent direttion. 
Long before his death Mr. CurTis, perceiving his diffolution 

gradually approaching, naturally became anxious to ſecure to his 
family the pecuniary benefits ariſing from the ſale of the Work, 
their ſole dependance. In order to leflen the impediments to 
carrying it on, he laboured, as much as his infirm ſtate of health 
would permit, to arrange and increaſe the neceſſary materials. 
He applied to ſeveral of his moſt eminent botanical friends 
and obtained their promile of aſſiſtance. Finally, in the con- 
fidence of friendſhip, he ſubjected the future management to the 
controul of the preſent Editor, with whom he had many years 
lived in habits of intimacy. Hew far this confidence has been 
juſtified by the event, with reſpe& to his family, cannot be a 
general concern, nor is it neceſſary to ſay any thing of the Work 
itſelf as far as it has hitherto proceeded: it is before a dil- 
cerning public and it's merit will be fairly appreciated. 


In the conſtruction of theſe volumes, but little uſe has lat- 
terly been made of the materials left by Mr. CuzrT1s for ſeveral 
reaſons, principally from a deſire to preſerve them as entire as 
poſſible for the ſervice of the proprietors, in caſe of emergency, 
and a wiſh to indulge our botanical readers with a repreſenta- 
tion and deſcription of ſome of the novel and curious plants 
which are annually introduced, particularly from the Cape of 
Good Hope. In one natural order (the EN SAT of Linnæus 
—Izivpes of juſſieu) ſuch additions have been made to our

former ſtock as to render the nomenclature a maſs of con- 
fuſion. No part of Europe contains fo copious a collection 
of theſe plants as the neighbourhood of London, the botanical 
world have therefore ſome riglit to expect an elucidation of this 
fubjett in our Magazine, and ihe Le litor thinks himſelf particu— 
larly fortunate in havi: ng met with ſo able and liberal a coadju- 
tor in this dincult taſk. 


What has been already done will ſhew how much is due to 
the induſtry and ability ol Joux BeLLENDEN GAWL ER, Eſq. 
with whoſe afhitance we hope in a ſlew numbers to en Fo 0 
Jucid an arrangement of the principal part of this order, that no 
Botaniſt will hercaſter find any difliculty in reducing the indi— 
Viduals to their proper genera. 


The ſame Artiſts are employed in every department of the 
Work as in Mr, Curv1s's time. This will, it is hoped, infurc 
the ſame excellence of execution, which is ſuch that the figures 
in the Botanical Magazine, ſor elegance as well as corrett- 
neſs, will in general ſuffer nothing by a compariſon with the 
moſt expenſive botanical works, a fact loudly atteſted by the 
circumſtance that a large proportion of the ornaments of our 
moſt expenſive porcelain and cabinet ware is copied from them. 
The Botanical Magazine will continue to be carried on as much 
as poſſible on the ſame plan as by Mr. Cues r1s himſelf. If ſome— 
what more of critical diſcufſion ſhould have been introduced, 
our botamical friends will eafily perceive that the ſubjects . 
manded it, and whilit the price is not thereby increaſed, it 1s 
not apprehended that any one will complain, 


For himſelf, the Editor ſolicits the indulgence of the learned 
Botaniſt, an indulgence he feels to be more than ordinarily necel- 
lary; ior being Engage d in a laboridus and important profeſſion, 
and having ever made Botany his amuſement, never a eien 
ſtudy, he has greater dependance upon the continued afhit- 
ance of his more learned friends than upon the exertion of his 
own abilities.

When the Hortus Kewenſis of Mr. Auron was publiſhed, 
there were only five ſpecies of Stapelia known in this country, 
and of theſe two had been newly introduced by Mr. Fzxaxcis 
Masson. This laborious inveſtigator of nature has ſince 
deſcribed and figured forty-one new ſpecies, the flowers of 
many of which are extremely beautiful as well as ſingular in 
their appearance. On carefully examining all theſe ſpecics, as 
well as thoſe before known, we cannot find that our plant in 
every reſpect exactly correſponds with any one of them. In 
the colour and ſhape of the corolla, it agrees very well with 
the galtala, but in this the flowers fit on longer peduncles, 
which ariſe from the baſe of the ſtalk, the ſtalks are undivided, 
and the tubercles are not hooked ; on which account we deem 
ourſelves juſtified in conſidering it as a new ſpecies, 

The ſpecimen from which our figure was taken, flowered 
in the collection of E. D. Wooprorp, Eſq. at Vauxhall, laſt 
lummer, who received it from the royal garden at Kew, 
into which this ſpecies alſo was introduced by Mr. Fxaxcis 
Mass0N.

This plant is a native of New Holland, and we believe was 
firſt raiſed in this country from ſeeds from Port Jackſon, about 
the year 1783, by our much reſpetted friend, the late Mr. 
Corr, of Teddington, a gentleman of great zeal and aſſiduity 
in cultivating plants and promoting the ſcience of Botany, to 
whoſe Jiberality the Brompton Botanic Garden is indebted for 
this and many other ſcarce and beautiful plants. 

It ſucceeds well in the greenhouſe, begins flowering about 
the month of May, and continues in blofſom during the g greateſt 
part of the ſummer. Is rcadily increaled by parting its roots 
in the ſpring, and ſhould be planted in pots filled with loam 
and peat carth. 

The Chevalier de la Marxcx has given the name of Dia— 
nella nemoroſa to the Dracena enſifolia of LinxNzus, with 
which this plant has conſiderable afhnity, but is certainly a 
diſtinct ſpecies. The Dianella nemoro/a of Jacguin, figured 
in his Hort. Schoen. t. 94. appears to be diſferent from both. 

We have adopted the name by which it is known in thoſe 
colleftions about town which poſlels it—We hope to take 
another opportunity of ſaying ſomething more on this genus 
as diſtinguiſhed from Dracena.

We. are told by Mr. Avro, that it was cultivated by Mr. 
Paritie Mittzs in 1731, but was probably loſt from our 
gardens till it was again introduced by the late Mr. CurTts.

This beautiful Chry/antbemnn was brought from Peteriburgh 
by Mr. FRASER, of King's- Road, Chelſea, in 1798, by whom 
we are informed, that 1t is an annual of eaſy culture, growing 
readily from either ſecds or cuttings; it has hicherto been 
confined to the greenhoule, but perhaps 1s an hardy plant. 

It is probably a native of Barbary or Morocco, having been 
raiſed at the royal garden at Kew from ſeeds ſent from that 
quarter by Mr. BxoussoNET, and has conſiderable affinity 
with the 7rifurcalum of M. DESToNTAINESs, figured in his 
Flora Atlantica, tom. 1. tab. 335. J. 2.

Its near reſemblance in habit to ſome of the Lupins, has 
occaſioned it to be ſometimes miſtaken for the Sophora lu- 
Pinoiae of LiNNAUs, which has yellow flowers.

There are few genera in which the parts of iructification 
vary ſo much, both in form and number, as in Convallaria ; 
LIN N AUS makes three diviſions of the ſpecics, firſt, ſuch as 
have bell-ſhaped flowers, as Lily of the V al ey; i cond, ſuch as 
have funnel-ſhaped, as common Solomon's Seal ; and third, 
ſuch as have whcel-ſhaped, as the prelent plant; the unripe 
ſpotted berry is ſaid to afford a mark of diſtinction common 
to the whole ; but how few are there who have an opportunity 
of ſeeing this in all the different ſpecies? 

Moſt of theſe plants are ornamental, and many of them 


have been long cultivated in our gardens for their i 


and the beauty of their foliage or flowers; the pre Nt {mail 
and delicate ſpe cies was cultivated and hgured by Myr: MilLER 
in 1739. 


It ſeldom riſes above the height of four or five inches; 
the flowering ſtem is uſually furniſhed with two, lometimes 
only one leaf, and is terminated by a loole ſpike of white 
flowers, which appear in May, and with us arc rarely ſuc- 
cceded by fruit.

The Chironia baccifarà already fgured, afforded a ſingulat 
inſtance of variation from the generic character in its feed 
veliel; in the preient ſpecies we have as remarkable a one in 
the antheræ, which do not finally aſſume the ſpiral appearance 
ſo peculiarly charatteriſtic of the genus; yet in all other re- 
Ipects it is a perfect Chironia, and a very neut pretty green= 
houſe plant it is, OCcupying but little room, and enlivening 
the collection by its blolloms, plentiful! * produce d during 
molt of the year, and eſpec cially at the cloſe of {ſummer ; it re- 
quires to be frequent'y renewed, which is eaſily done, as it 
firikes readily from cuttings; it requires allo more warmth 
in the winter than moſt gieenhouſe plants, and as it is apt to 
go off in cold moiſt ſcaſons, it will be prudent to keep a pot 
or two of it on the front ſhelf of the ſtove during ſuch unfa—

So many deſirable points unite in this Aloe, that we are 
not to wonder at its being held in ſuch very high eſteem by 
all that have the leaſt taſte for plants, efpec! ally thoſe of the 
ſucculent kind; we frequently ice it nurled up with great care 
by thoſe who have only the convenience of a parlour window, 
and ſucceed better with ſuch than in the greenhouſes of many: 
it grows readily and blows freely but irregularly, during moſt 
of the ſummer months ; 1ts foliage i is beautiful both in its form 
and markings, and its flowers are no leſs handſome ; it rarely 
exceeds a foot or a foot and a half in height, when in flower ; 
is increaſed by offsets, and requires the fame treatment as 
the Aloe tribe in general. 

Is a native of the Cape, and was cultivated here by Mr. 
FAIRCHILD in 1720, Blair's Bot. E.. 

MiLtLltr informs us, that he raiſed a variety of it from 
Cape ſeeds with broader and more ſpreading leaves and a 
taller flowering ſtem,

In ſo extenſive a genus as the Lobelia, fo few of which 
have been accurately figured, or even fully deſcribed, it is not 
to be wondered at if ſome confuſion ſhould prevail. This is 
eſpecially the caſe among the ſmaller ſpecies. 

The pretty lively little plant which is here figured, flowered 
laſt ſummer in the Botanic Garden at Brompton, and in ſome 
other collections about town; the bright blue corolla diſtinguiſhes 
it at firſt ſight from the pubeſcens, which has white flowers; we 
were, however, inclined to conſider it only as a varicty, but 
from a conſideration of the deſcription and figure, by Mr. 
SALISBURY, in his [cones plantarum rariorum, it ſeems to differ 
in many material points, and poſſibly it may be the very plant 
that he has diſtinguiſhed from his aly/ſfolia, the pubeſceus of the 
Kew Catalogue, under the name of Lobelia Erinoides; but cer- 
tainly is not the erinordes of LIN N Us, a ſmaller, more delicate, 
trailing plant with flower-ſtalks ſhorter than the leaves. It 
agrees ſo well with the ſpecific character of Lobelia Erinus, 
as given in the Manliſſu Plantarum, that we were once 
inclined ſo to determine it; but upon a careful examination of 
the ſpecimens in Sir JoszeH Baxxs's Herbarium, it appears 
to be certainly different from the one which 1s there marked, 
as having been compared with the Linnean Herbarinm ; nor 
does it appear perfectly to correſpond with any ſpecimen in 
Sir [osxen's extenſive collection: we hope therefore to ſtand 
exculed for having applied a new name and ſpecific character. 
This we do always unwillingly, and never, when we can be 
tolerably ſatisfied that our plant is the ſame that has been pre- 

viouſly deſcribed. 

It is an annual which readily perfetts its ſeeds if brought 
forward by being ſown in a hot-bed in the Spring, and treated 
the ſame as other tender annuals,

This beautiful ſhrub is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, 
from whence it was introduced by the celebrated traveller 
whole name it bears. It grows to the height of ſix feet or more, 
is thickly divided into alternate branches, finely clothed with 
large cordate and lobed pendulous leaves upon erett footſtalks, 
making a very handſome appearance even in foliage, in which 
{tate it much reſembles a ſida; its fine umbels of flowers are 
produced plentifully along the young branches oppoſite the 
leaves, in the ſame manner as in the common ſpecies of Pe- 
largonium, which it is very like in its infloreſcence, the flowers 
nodding before they are expanded, and becoming ereR as they 
approach maturity. The petals, which are of a ſnowy white, 
remain but a ſhort time expanded, being ſoon reflected with 
the calyx: this is white like the petals, but covered, as 1s the 
whole of the plant, the petals excepted, with fine hairs. The 
ſingular nectaries, the charatteriſtic of the genus, ſurround the 
hlaments, which they ſo nearly reſemble, that a ſuperficial ob- 
ſerver might readily confound them ; they are very numerous, 
are ſhorter than the purple filaments, of a yellow colour, to- 
ruloſe, or nobbed, at the upper part: they have no anthers, 
though they have purple tips not unlike them. The whole 
plant abounds with a taſteleſs mucilage.

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The deſcription of the Sparmannia in the Supplementum 
Plantarum, is in moſt reſpetts very accurate; the petals are 
there ſaid to be yellow: whether the plant is ſubjett to vary 
in colour, or that an error has ariſen from the examination 
of dried ſpecimens, we are not at preſent able to determine. 

It was firſt introduced to the Royal Garden at Kew, from 
whence it has been diſtributed to ſeveral collettions about town, 
and though at preſent a ſcarce plant, will not perhaps long re- 
main fo, being readily propagated by cuttings, if treated in the 
ſame manner as ſome of the more tender Pelargoninms. 

Our fgure was drawn from a {pecimen which flowered in 
great perfection the laſt month, at the Nurſery of Meflrs. 
WuiTLEY and Co. at Old Brompton. Except at Kew, we 
have not heard of its having flowered elſewhere,

We have already figured in this work a ſpecies of Lavatera, 
the trimeſtris, the two varieties of which, the white and red, 
may vie with any of our annuals in contributing to the gaiety 
of the flower borders; the preſent ſpecies is a hardy perennial, 
and when it grows in perfettion, produces flowers equally 
large. 8 — 

Though cultivated by Mr. SuERARD in the year 1732, it is 
rarely met with in any of our collections; yet as an orna- 
mental plant, it is certainly deſerving of culture, eſpecially by 
thoſe who have large gardens, and who aim at great variety. 

It is a native of Thuringia, as its name 1mports, and various 
parts of the North of Europe ; flowers from July to September, 
and ripens its ſeeds in Autumn, by which the plant is eaſily 
raiſed, or it may be increaied by parting 1ts roots. 

In the Hortus Kewen/is it is by miſtake marked as a ſhrub. 

The baſe of the diviſion of each petal is ſingularly puckered, 
a character which authors do not appear to have ſufficiently 
noticed.

This ſpecies, although introduced fince the publication of 
Aitox's Hortus Kewenſis, is now very common, being a quick 
grower, and very eaſily propagated by cuttings. It is generally 
known in the gardens by the trivial name of piperitum, and our 
gardeners uſually underſtand by 7-mento/um a very different and 
a more rare and tender kind, the 4/a?!urium of Tacguin, figured 
under the name of Geranium tomento/um, by Mr. ANDREWS, in 
his Botaniſt's Repoſitory, pl. 115; but as our plant has been long 
ago deſcribed and figured by Jacgu ix, in his {cones plantarum 
rariorum, who has called it PELaxGONI1UM fomento/um, and the 
ſame has been adopted by Wirtptxow, in his new edition of 
the Species Plantarum ; it is become neceſlary to corrett the 
vulgar appellation, in order to adhere to a name under which 
it has been already publiſhed. 

It forms a large buſhy ſhrub, but the branches being brittle 
and the tops heavy, is very apt to be broken and disfigured 
by the wind. It is not remarkable for the beauty of its 
flowers, and the odour is too ſtrong to be pleaſant to many 
perſons, though to others it is very agreeable, much reſembling 
Penny-Royal.

As this is undoubtedly the ſame plant which TnuNRERG 
has called Mor «a Sprralis, we rather continue the name than 
attempt any innovation, which 1s at leaſt much better deferred 
till the whole family ſhall undergo a reviſion. It certainly has 
but little affinity with ſeveral of the other ſpecies of Morea, 
and WIIIDpENOWw has queſtioned whether it ſhould not be 
referred to Ariftea : it ſeems however to differ in too many 
eſſential points from the ARISTEA cyanea to admit of their 
being united.

The OrxoBus vernus is a hardy perennial, a native of Switzer- 
land and Germany, growing to about the height of a foot, or 
a foot and a half, and producing numerous ſhewy flowers in 
ſpikes, at firſt of a bright purple colour, afterwards blue, fre- 
quently, but not in all ſituations, ſucceeded by ſeed-veſſels, 
ſparingly productive of ſeeds; the fertility of the plant in this 
reſpect depends as much on the favourableneſs of the ſeaſon 
as on foil and fituation; for the cold Ealterly winds which 
frequently prevail in April, when this plant is in bloſſom, not 
only mar its beauty, but render it unfruitful ; hence it is often 
neceſſary on theſe occaſions, to cover it with a hand-glaſs if 
growing in the open border, or to remove it into the green- 
houſe if kept in a pot; but by gentle forcing we guard 


againſt all accidents of weather, and may thus poſſeſs it in the 
greateſt perfection. 


It is uſually propagated by parting its roots in Autumn, or 
early in the Spring; may alſo be raiſed from ſeeds, which 
we ſhould be careful to gather in time; prefers a ſoil mode- 
rately ſtiff and moiſt, and a ſheltered ſituation.

This very ſhewy Ixia, the brilliancy of whoſe flowers it is 
impoſſible to imitate by art, is a native of the Cape, and has 
been of late years frequently imported from Holland by che 
name of Ix1ia kerme/imna; but was, as we are informed by 
Mr. Arrow, firſt introduced into this country by the late 
Dr. WIIIIAM PiTtTCAinXN in the year 1779. 


It varies much in the breadth and length of the ſegments of

The IXI uleſu of the Botaniſt's repoſitory having been 
already figured by face, and called radia/a, ought to 
retain that name *; we therefore feel ourſelves at liberty to 
adopt this, although for a very different plant. We have 
rather ranked it with Ixia than Gladiolus, becauſe of the 
near affinity it bears to the Ixta /preata and plantaginea of 
WILIpENSOW, which is {o great as to require [ceing them all 
in a living fate to determine whether the three arc realty 
diſtindt or merely varieties of each other. It agrees too with 
the charaQer of this genus in the regularity of the corolla, 
and in not having the filaments and ſtyle bent down as in

inflated, larger towards the end, very obtuſe, with a ſmall 
loft point, or mucro; the ſcape is a great way encloſed in the 
ſheathing leaves, the flowering part only being protruded, 
which generally bends down and then riſes as in the ligure. 
The flowers form an imbricated diſtich ſpike, are without cent, 
and ariſe from a ſpathe of three valves. In the lower part o 
the ſpike, and fometimes for the whole lenath, no flowers are 
produced, but a {mall bulb is contained in the outer valve 
of the ſpathe, of the ſize and form of a grain of oat, which 
Jacqui conlidered as an abortient flower cncloſed in the 
internal valves of the ſpathe; but Mr. Gawrits having 
planted theſe bodies they all grew, which proves them to 


be real bulbs. 


The Ix1a fifinls/a is a native of the Cape of Good-Ilope, 
and that from which our figure was drawn was imported from 
thence by Ep. Wooptroky, Eſq. in whoſe collettion it 
flowered in June 1800. It has been alſo imported by My. 
GRIuwoop, Nurſeryman, at Brompton; and the ſpecimen 
preſerved in the Herbarium of Sir JosEPH Bax Ks, marked 
Ix1a teretifolia, flowered at Mr. MaLicortm's, at Stockwell, 
in 1791.

For this hitherto undeſcribed ſpecies of Pelargonium we 
are indebted to Mr. Alderman HizBturt, in whole garden at 
Clapham-Common the choiceſt gifts of Flora are cultivated 
on a moſt magnificent ſcale. Not leſs with a view to the 
promotion of the {cicnce of Botany, than the gratification of 
his own taſte and the inſuring a ſupply of rare plants, this 
gentleman was induced, at his own expence, to ſend a collector 


to the Cape of Good Hope, who, amongſt many others, ſent 
home this beautiful one, which flowered in the ſtove at Clapham 


in April laſt, It is particularly diſtinguiſhed from all its con- 
© geners by the winged footſtalks; theſe wings are of a more 
firm and rigid texture than the reſt of the leaf, and as this 
periſhes they change to a brown colour, become more eredt, 


and, like a bunch of ſmall holly leaves, protctt the crown of 
the root from being browſed, a circumſtance we learned from 
Y the examination of a dried ſpecimen ſent by Mr. M ass0 Ns 


and preſerved in the Herbarium of Sir Joszvn Baxis, 
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The whole plant is hairy and ſmells ſlightly of Tanſy. 


It has only five fertile ſtamens, as is, we believe, common 
to moſt, if not all, the turnip and tuberous-rooted ſpecies, 
Theſe likewiſe differ from the cauleſcent ſpecies, in that the 
flower-buds do not nod, but riſe out of the involucrum erett 
before they open. Its ſeed-veſſels are defledted. It is a uſual 
circumſtance with moſt of the genus to have a joint at the 
baſe of the proper flower-ſtalk more remarkable in ſome 
ſpecies than in others. We were at firſt much ſtruck with 
obſerving this joint in our plant to be ſituated from one-third 
to nearly half the ſpace between the baſe and the flower ; but 
in the native ſpecimen we find this is not the caſe, and arc 
therefore inclined to impute 1t to the heat of the ſtove. In 
the ſame colletion we perceived another Pelargonium, in 
many reſpetts reſembling this, with white flowers, but whether 
it be a diſtinct ſpecies or merely a variety we cannot a 
preſent determine,

It is rather ſurpriſing that this Ax TIRRHINS UA, the moſt 
ſhewy perhaps of the whole genus, though apparently neither 
particularly tender nor difficult of propagation, ſhould be al- ' 
moſt unknown in this country*; notwithſtanding it was cultivated \ 
by Profeſſor HERMAR, in the Botanic Garden at I eyden, more 
than a century ſince. The Proleffor remarks, that it has a 
creeping root, by which it diffuſes itſelf widely, and puts forth 
freſh ſhoots every year, by which we e may ut nderſtand, that it is 
ſufficiently hardy to bear the Dutch winters; he tells us alſo, j

as a greenhoule plant, it riſes with ſeveral ſtems, three or fou;

In the temperate regions of North-America this tree is much 
ſpoken of for its beauty, rihug from ten to twenty feet in height, 
agrecable in its foliage, and covercd in the Spring and carly part 
of the Summer with a profuſion of white or ſometimes role- 
coloured flowers; nor does it want beauty even in the gloomy 
months of Winter, from the quantity of red berries which it 
bears, and which at that {ealon afford ſuſtenance to the fineſt 
warbler of the woods of America, the celebrated mocking bird 
(Turdus O: pheus) emphatically called in the Indian language, 
the Hundred- Fongued Bird, 

The flowers, which ate not really ſuch, but are in fact an 
involucrum, in the bolom of which lie the ſmall and, in appear— 
ance, infignihcant fiowers, begin to come out before the leaves; 
but, as they expand or rather increaſe ſlowly (for CaTesBy 
tells us, that they are fully formed when they firſt come out 
not larger than a ſixpence, but increaſe gradually in ſize to 
the breadth of the hand) the tree is in perfect foliage before 
they arrive at their full growth. The leaves of the involucrum 
would hardly have been called obcordate had Lixnzus had 
an opportunity of ſeeing them in a living ſtate; they ap- 
proach to this ſhape by an indentation at the very point of the 
leaf, as if the four points had been nipped together whilſt in 
the bud, a form which the {kill of our draughtſman has enabled 
him to expreſs far better than has been done by any preceding 
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It is a tree of ſlow growth, and in Europe has, we believe, 
rarely arrived to any very conſiderable ſize. That which af. 
forded the ſubject of our preſent figure is, perhaps, almoſt the 
only one in this country that can be ſaid nearly to rival thoſe 
of its native ſoil. It grows in the Duke of MartBoroben'; 
garden at Sion-Hill, is about fixteen feet high, and ſpreads at 
leaſt eighteen, has a ſtraight trunk about fix feet in length 
before it branches, meaſuring two feet in circumference a 
yard from the ground; the bark much reſembles an elm of 
the ſame ſize. This beautiful tree has flowered freely for 
many years paſt, but unfortunately produces no fruit. Its age 
is unknown, but as we have evidence of its being cultivated 
at Chelſea by MiLLtr, in 1739, it is probable that its origin 
may not be of much later date. We are much obliged to 
Mr. WuirtMan, his Grace's Gardener, for ſending us notice 
of this tree, and favouring us with ſpecimens and with the 
above dimenſions. 

« It, is moſt certainly propagated by ſeeds ſent from Vir- 
« ginia, which ſhould be fown immediately after their arrival, 
« in boxes or pans of ſandy garden mould, and covered with 
« wet moſs, to prevent the earth from drying, and placed 
« where they may be protetted from froſt. Theſe precautions 
« are the more neceſlary, as the feed will lie in the ground 
« till the ſecond or third year before they germinate; and 
« as the young plants generally come up the latter-end of 
« Summer, they are then in too tender a ſtate to reſiſt the 
« froſt without ſome covering. A ſhady and ſheltered ſitua— 
« tton promotes its growth and ſecures its preſervation,”

As this ſpecies 5 Ws lome vears known in the En: atifh 
gardens under the name of PuLox ovalu, and correſponds with 
the ſpecimen preſerved under the ſame appoilation in Sir 
Joszru Baxks's Herbarium, we do not hefitate to continue 
it, at leaſt till we ſhall be certain ahat the Linnean oval is 
really a different plant, although it hardly ſcems probable that 
culture ſhould make ſuch a chang ge as to convert a naturally 
ſolitary flower into fo large a panicie. : 

The leaves of the {talk vary verv much in breadth, and are 
ſometimes Janceolate rather than ovate, but the radical leaves, 
eſpecially thole of the young ſhoots Whiel h arc P ulticd out from 
the root after the plant has done flowering, always preſerve 
their character. The flowers nod on their irt com ing gut. 
The whole plant is perfectly ſmooth. 

It is a native of North-America, and, though generally 
conſidered as a greenhouſe plant, appears to be a hardy 
herbaceous perennial, and we obſerved, that when treated as 
ſuch at Mellrs. WuirLtEy's and Co. where it is planted in the 
open border in a foil conſiſting chieſly of a ſandy loam, it 
thrives better than under any other management, the roots 
ſending forth very vigorous ſhoots at a conſiderable. diſtance 
from the parent plant. 

Our drawing was made ſome vears ago from a ſpecimen 
which flowered in the Botanic Garden at Brompton, fince 
which time it is become much more common. It may be 
eſteemed one of the handlomeſt of the genus; is caſily pro- 
pagated by parting the roots, thrives bell in a ſandy loam, and 
although lufficiently hardy to refit the cold of our ordinary 
winters, it may be ſafeſt to give ſome pots of it the ſhelter of

It is ſingular, that of this very numerous genus, of which 
eighty-fhve ſpecies are enumerated by WII IDEN O, not one 
ſhould be found in the Kew Catalogue. Several of them have 
heen introduced of late years ; but, of all that we have ſeen, 
this is the handſomeſt, and is otherwiſe intereſting, as being 
the one from which the name of the genus was framed by 
Profeſſor BuxMan. This ſignifies black mouth, a name given 
to it by the vulgar, from its effect on the mouths of the chil- 
dren who ate of the fruit, which 1s filled with a black pulp. 
Being a native of Ceylon and other parts of the Eaſt-Indies, 
it muſt with us, always require to be kept in a ſtove, where it 
forms a handſome ſhrub, 

Our figure was taken from a fine plant which flowered this

The Ar RAGE NE alpina from Siberia and that from Auſtria, 
if not diſtinct ſpecies, are certainly permanent varieties. Our 
plant is undoubtedly the Auſtrian kind, and was firſt introduced 
to this country by Mr. Lopp1ices, Nurſeryman at Hackney, 
who raiſed it from ſeeds ſent from Crane above fourteen years 
ago, and in his garden it has flowered freely for ſeveral years 
paſt, as alſo in ſome others to which it has been extended. 
Our figure was taken this Summer from a plant in the poſſeſſion 
of Mrs. Wz1cur. 

The above ſynonyms appear to us to belong to this variety, 
although it is poſſible they may refer to more than one ſort, as 
the authors do not in every reſpett agree.

It branches from the very bottom into ſeveral ſlender ſtalk: 
{everal feet in length, which entwine round one another and 
wiatever {upport comes in their way, where they are held faſt 
by the footſtalks of the leaves, which, after theſe dec cay, become 
woody, and continue to perform the office of claſpers. The 
flalks are truly ſarmentous, the internodes being perſeQaly 
naked. At equal diſtances of about four inches, the leaves and 
flowers lpring from the ſame bud. Theſe gemmæ are gene- 
rally oppoſite, conſiſt of ſeveral imbricated perſiſtent ſquamæ,

The plume of the 
ſeed is a buſhy tail of long white hairs, but is neither ſecund., 
as reprelented in Jacguix's Ggure, nor diſtich, as deſcribed 
by Wirrlor sow. 

It is propagated by feeds only, at leaſt tho experienced 
cultivator who intro: laced it, has 7 yet been able to ſucceed 
by any other mode. Is perſectly hardy, bearing the ſevereſt 
frofts of our climate without injury.

This ſpecies of IxISs, readily diſtinguiſhed from every other 
by its quadrangular leaves, is more remarkable for the ſingu— 
larity than for the beauty of its flowers; yet, to ſome minds 
not apt to be caught by gaudy attire, theſe ſombre tints have 
their charms, In this reſpect it ſtrongly contraſts with our 
next figure, 

It is a native of the Levant, and with reſpect to the cold of 
our climate is perfectly hardy, flowers belt, according to 
Mi1LlLEs, in an eaſtern aſpect, and if the ſoil be light it will 
be proper to put ſome rubbiſh at the bottom to prevent the 
roots deſcending too deep, in which caſe they ſeldom produce 
llowers. | 

It bloſſoms in April or May, rarely produces ſeed with us, 
but is eaſily propagated by offsets from the roots, which may 
be taken up when the leaves decay, but ſhould not be kept 


long out of the ground*,

by him that it grew wild about Mexico, and was much culti.

All the 
ot er old authors appear to have borrowed what they have 
ſoid from theſe two ſources, except perhaps De Bray, who 
ſays he received it (probably meaning the drawing) from 
Cas AR Baunin, The author of this figure, though It was 
publiihed before the Rome edition of the Mexican hiſtory, ap- 
pears to have had acceſs to the drawing of HrrxnanDEz, as

For te poliction of this ſuperb flower, this country, and 
perhaps Europe, 1s indebt ect 10 ELris HongGgson, Eſq. Of 
E+citon, near Liverpool, w!t! whom it flowered and produced 
ripe iceds about hive years ago. From this gent'eman, feeds 
were communicated to Mefirs. Grruwoop and WVEIS, 
and by them it has been dil perſe i among other Nurſerymen. 
There 1s liitle fear but that it will ſoon be. ome very common, 
as it flowers freely, produces Jeecs in abundance, and may be 
likewiſe increaſed by offsets from the roots. It has no ſcent, 
but in [plendigd beauty it appears to us, at leaſt when affilted 
by rarity and ſingularity, to ſurpaſs every competitor; we 
lament that this too affords our fair countrywomen another 
leſſon, how extremely fugacious is this lovelinels of form ; 
born to diſplay its glory but for a few hours, it literally 
melts away. 

By the alteration made by W1irtptexow in the generic 
character of Fzrnania, this may be included; but the trivial 
name of patina, mjudicioufſy adopted from a ſuppoſed re- 
ſemblance to the TI: 1s TIO igured by Jacqui (not the 
Inis payonta of the Botanica! a!

The name of Watſonia was lirlt given by Mi run, in ho- 
nour of our friend, the late Sir WIILIIAau WarsoN, and was 
adopted by Jussi in that invaluable work his Genera Plan 
{arum, and will be found to form a very naturai genus, lufficiently 
diſtinct from Antholyza. This very elegant ſpecies, which doc $ 
not appear to have been noticed by W1LtbEtx0 w, is readily 
diſtinguiſhed from every other by the diſtinct form of the corol- 
la, which ſtrongly reſembles ſome ſpecics of Alelris, Lachenalia, 
and Aloc. The alternate ſegments are interior; the bulb is com— 
preſſed and tunicated. It is very ſubject to vary, having in one 
inſtance a ſingle {cape fix or eight inches high, with three or 
tour diſtant, ſometimes one-ranked, flowers; in another, a three 
or four-branched ſtem two feet high, with a terminal ſpike of 
from twenty to thirty cloſely imbricated diſtich flowers, and 
adpreſſed ſpikelets in proportion. The ſame bulb will one 
year produce pale pink, the next deep crimſon, and the follow- 
ing variegated or ſtriped corollas, as in the figure, always 
ſcentleſs. One of theſe varieties has been alrcady figured *

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the Botanical Magazine, under the name of Ax THOLVYEZ Ane. 
rianella, vid. pl. 441. but the real AN THOLYZ A merianella of 
LinxNzus, or GLaDlolus merianellus of THUNBERG, is a 
different plant, having pubeſcent leaves, fewer in number, 
nearly ſheathing the whole ſtem, flowers differently formed, with 
larger and rounder ſegments, {tigmas entire and complicate; and 
is in fact a Gladiolus nearly allied to GLaviorus Hi h 
leaf, and to Graviortus V al/onins by the tubular throat. 

As there is a ſpecimen of our plant preſerved in Sir losen 
Baxks's Herbarium from Kew-Garden, under the name of 
ANTHOLYZA merianella, it is not improbable that this cir- 
cumſtance led Mr. CurT1s into an error, which is no dil- 
paragement to his judgment; for ſuch is the confuſion pre— 
vailing with reſpect to theſe plants, that the moſt learned 
3otaniſts acknowledge their inability to determine many of 
them. This confuſion has partly ariſen from the difficulty of 
the ſubjett itſelf, owing to the great number of new ſpecies 
that have been introduc ed, which were unknown to LinNzus 
or deſcribed by him Groth dried ſpecimens only, and to the 
proneneſs of theſe Amie to vary; but more eſpecially from 
the careleſſneſs of authors, quoting falſe ſynonyms, in the firſt 
inſtance, and PS blunder UPON blunder by copying each 
ener s errors, without ſuffic 1ently ſcrutinizing the deſcriptions. 

e fear of edding to this confuſion has frequently deterred us 
Fu preſenting 7 Our readers with more of this beautiful tribe, 
and but for the aſſiſtance of Mr. GawLzin, who with infinite 
labour and ſkill, has been able to make out all Linxxus's 
and even TuuxBtrG's ſpecics, we ſhould have becn tempted 
to have palled them by in deſpair. 

The deſcription of TuuxBtrksG above quoted is excellent 
when applied to our plant, but how he came to miſtake it for 
Linxzxus's ANTHOLYZA meriand is not for us to unravel, 
TJacguin has given a good figure of one of the varieties, but 
has erroneouſly deſcribed it as having a three-valyed ſpathe ; : 
had he known that it had been already deſcribed by Burman, 
he would of courle have adopted his name of a/etroides, which 
poſteſſing the right of priority, as well as being more celcrip- 
ve, we conſider it a mere àct of Juſtice to reſtore.

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This tree, being a native of North-America, is perlettly 
hardy, and will grow to a very great height if properly ſup- 
ported; but, as a climber, 1s not able to ſupport itſet[. 
The large cordate leaves, which are of a {ine dark green, make 
a very handſome appearance, and if the branches were trained 
over an arbour or trellis-work, for which purpoſe the e plant 
ſeems peculiarly adapted, would form a canopy impenctrable 
to the rays of the ſun, or moderate rain. 

The fineéſt tree of = ſort we remember to have ſeen, 
is in the garden of the late Dr. Pitcairn, at Iflinston, 
now in the poſlcthon of Mr. W1Lisox, where it is planted

The flower of this very diſtin& ſpecies of Stapelia has a 
highly offenſive ſmell, appearing to us, although we are not 
certain that the cyCc might not impole on the 1magination, to 
approach to the [tink of a putrid ſtar-fiſh, as well as to re- 
lemble it in form. The ſpecific character given by WiLLbe- 
Now is not {o accurate as that of Masson. In many 
reſpects it agrees with hir/aza, but differs in the ſhape of the 
corolla, in the want of hairs in the centre of the flower, and 
in the colours, which, though nearly the ſame, are reverſed, 
the ground of the petal in the bir/uta being a pale yellow, and 
the tranſverſe veins a dull purple.

has not been as yet able to reduce this genus to its proper 
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ſtandard, and thinks it beſt for the preſent only to divide it 
into ſeveral ſections, diſtinguiſhed from each other by charac- 
teriſtical marks, with notices of ſuch as appear to him moſt 
likely to become the foundations of future ſeparate genera. 
With theſe oblervations we hope ſoon to have an opportunity 
of treating our botanical readers. In the mean time, there is 
one diviſiop, the ſpecies compoling which are at preſent di- 
perſed in the three genera of IXIA. Gr ADIOLUS, and 
ANnTHOLYZA, ſo very diſtinct at firſt fight from the reſt}, by 
their {ſmooth ſheathing petioles, termi: ated in gencral by a 
plicate and villoſe leaf, with their bulbs ſituated unuſually deep 
in the carth, that Mr. GawLtr has with the greateſt pro— 
priety united theſe into a ſeparate genus, with the name of 
BiBianNa. They are called by the Dutch at the Cape, Ba- 
braner, from the circumſtance of their bulbs bei ing a favourite 
food of the baboons. This genus will contain, beſides ſe— 
veral hitherto non gg ſpecies, Ix1a vilio/a, Hort. Kew. 
Ix1a villoſa, Jacq. Ix1a prnicea, Jacq. IX IA rubro-cyanea, 
Jacq. et Bot. Mag. Grapiorus firidus, Hort. Kew. Gr api. 
OLUS plicatus, Thunb. et Linn. Grapiortus /u/phrrens, Jacq. 
GLAblolus ſambucinus, Hort. Schoenb. Graviortus fra- 
grans, Hort.

Ixta, GLaptoLus, ANTHOLYZ 4, WATSON IA, and BA- 
BIANA, all require a ſimilar treatment ; that is, merely to be 
kept from being frozen, or too much chilled, as they frequenily 
are in a pit, in a roomy light greenhoule, into which plenty of 
air can be admitted, and to be planted in ſmalliſh pots with 
the black mould taken from the ſurface of heaths, well rotted 
and thoroughly mixed with a ſmall quantity of loam. No ar- 
tificial heat muſt be uſed, except in very hard weather, Little 
water muſt be given in the Winter for fear of rotting the 
bulbs, but abundance in the Spring and Summer. Upon the 
decay of the leaves the bulbs ſhould be taken up, carefully 
dried, and replanted in September or October.

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This is certainly the MESEMBRYANTHEMUM Pomeridianum 
of LIN N us, both accurately deſcribed and figured by the 
younger LIS NÆEus. The MESEMBRYANTHEMUM Hellauthoides 
of the Kew Catalogue we ſhould be tempted to put down as a 
mere variety of this; but obſerving that both ſorts were intro- 
duced by Mr. Masson from the Cape the ſame year, we are 
unwilling to ſuppoſe that, in fo accurate a work, two ſpecies 
ſhould be made of one when both could be compared together. 

It has uſually twelve ſtigmas and as many cells in the cap- 
ſule; the pedunctes and baſe of the calyx are always hairy ; 
the ſegments of the calyx irregular, three of them flat and 
uſually longer than the petals, and two rounded in the middle 
with membranaceous appendages at the balc. 

It is a tender annual ; but if raiſed in a hot bed in April or 
May, the young plants may be ſet out in the open border b 
the middle of June, where _ will thrive much better than 
when confined in a pot. 1ey produce a great number of 
llowers, which when e as they always are in the 
afternoon if the ſun ſhine, are very hewy; and as they ſeed 
freely, they are eaſily p ropagated .

This laſt is the SisvRINCI 
of CoMMELin, above quoted, and being much taller, wit 
longer ſlenderer leaves, may be a diſtinct ſpecies ; ; but this with 
grandiflora, bulbiſera, and what i is, perhaps, a variety of this, 
lacera of the Linnean Herbarium, are ſo nearly allied, 1 it 
is difficult to define their differences. All of them are ſcentleſs, 

This being the IX IA ariftata of Hort. Kew. it was deſirable 
to have re etained a name eſtabliſhed upon ſuch authority ; bat 
as it was ſo called, under the ſuppoſition of being th e ariſlats 
of THuxBERG, which it is not, we {ſhould by fo doing only 
perpetuate a miſtake; and w hen we come to give a figure of 
the true crilata of Tuu N AnERG, as we hope to do, we "ſhould 
be obliged to find a new name for that, and thas Increate 
the confuſion we with to diſpel; we feel ourſelves, therefore, 
at liberty to adopt one of the names by which it has bcen 
already deſcribed: the one we have choſen has the right of 
priority, and is at the ſame time ſufficiently charadteriſtic. 
D La Rocn: publiſhed his deſcription of it at Leyden in 
1766, and it has been ſince figured under the name of IXIA 
grandiflora, by Hourruxx, in two works. 

The Ix1a arilatq of TuuxBetRG has a reticulated bulb, 
tinear five-nerved leaves, with a prominent mid-rib and 
thickened margin; from five to nine flowers of a pale flcll 
colour, one-ranked, on a rachis ſcarcely flexuoſe ; ſpathe ſub- 
membranous, awn- toothed (not torn). Vide Thunb. Diſſ. 

Our plant is the purple variety of Tyuuxnztrc's IX IA bu 
bifera (a) but his yellow variety (y) which is now deemed a 
diſtinet ſpecies, is more conſtantly and conſpicuouſly bulbi— 
ferous, having Irequently ſeveral bulbs at the joint of the 
ſtem as well as in the axils of the lower leaves; ſor this, 
therefore, the trivial name of bullifera is properly relerved.

This is certainly Linxn#vs's plant, and received its trivia 
name from a ſuppoſed relemblance to $ciLrta amena, a proof 
that he deſcribed from a dried ſubject, in which ſtate it cer- 
tainly affords different ideas of refemblance, than when ſecn 
in a living one, eſpecially in colour, which then becomes 
nearly violet; but is diſtin from the I. iris of TnuN BERG, 
that being nearly allied to I. /ecunda. What is uſually called 
ſcillaris by the Nurlerymen is Ix 1A exci/a, which reſembles our 

lant in the leaf, but is a completely different ſpecies. 

This article, for which, as well as the preceding, we are en- 
tirely indebted to Mr. Ga WER, will, we hope, be the means 
of putting an end to the errors and confuſion this ſpecies has 
cauſed among Botaniſts. The Synonyms are ſo arranged as to 
ſhew its hiſtory and clear up the blunders. TUN BER lul- 
pected Linxnzvus's /cillaris was his ſecunda, a ſpecies, perhaps, 
the moſt diſtant from it of the whole genus. He obſerves of 
our plant, that it now and then, though rarely, has four {ta- 
mens and four ſtigmas, and ſometimes five, to which he might 
have alſo added fix ; but this is a luxuriancy well known to all 
cultivators of this genus not to be at all uncommon in moſt of 
the ſpecies; to which redundancy of the parts of fruttification, 
a proportionate one of the ſegments of the corolla is often added; 
but ſurely this cannot juſtify his adopting the trivial name of 
pentandra, eſpecially as he allows its having five ſtamens to 
happen very rarely. Ix14acrocataſometimes occurs with twelve 
ſegments, ſix ſtamens, ſx.{tigmas, and Ix IA falcala with nine 
ſegments, {ix ſtamens, ſtyles, and ſtigmas.

This very curious ſpecies of EPIDENDRUu, which we 
believe flowered for the firſt time in this country“ in the bark 
ſtove of ED WARYVWOODTORD, Eſq. Vauxhall, in September 
laſt, riſes with a ſingle ſtem, clothed with two or three alter- 
nate aſh-coloured ſcale-like ſpathes, ſo cloſely adpreſſed as 
to be ſcarcely diſcernible. From the top of the ſtem iſſues 
one leaf (perhaps, as in the figure of PT, ſometimes more) 
leſhy, linear, acute, convex at the back, and ilightly grooved 
in front, From the boſom of this leaf riſes a round ſcape, 
at firſt ſwelling, then attenuated upwards, bearing a ſolitary 
lower, perfectly white when newly opened, but becoming 
tinged with a yellowiſh green, conſiſting of three external 
and two internal petals, of ſimilar length and ſhape, linear, 
ſomewhat undulated, the two inner ones exattly oppoſite, and 
a nectary ſurrounding the parts of fruftification ſhaped like a 
friar's cowl, far-acuminate, fringed, continuing of a ſnow white 
after the petals have changed their tint, Nearly ſcentleſs.

In the ſame ſuperb collection, we had the pleaſure of ſeeing in 
flower, at the ſame time, the Eri1DsNDrUM fragrans of SwW ARI, 
ſo called from the very fine odour it diffuſes far around, a plant 
formerly figured in the Botanical Magazine, and there called h. 
miſtake EPIDPEN DRUM cochlealum. Who can avoid occaſinn;! 
error, eſpecially where the ſpecies are ſo numerous? Profeſſor 
MaaxrrTryx, in his edition of Mri1.Ler's Dictionary, enumerate; 
one hundred and twenty-four kinds, of which but thirty were 
known to Linxzus, and only four appear in the Kew his a- 
logue. 

Being a native of the Weſt-Indies, and naturally a paraſitical

plant, its culture is difficult, and it is of neceſſity a Conitan: 
inhabitant of the bark ſtove in our climate. 

Mr. WooprokD's head gardener, Mir. WaTsoNn, who iz 2 
very ſucceſsſul cultivator and pays great attention to the 14. 
tural propenſities of plants, recommends in the managem 
of EeiDd£NDkUM to protect the roots by knobs of old tan, 
and obſerves that, in general, they love ſhade and a hot day

The genus Axcrorts, as at preſent conſtituted, contain; 
ſpecies which do not well accord with one another, nor even 
come under the ſame order in the Linnean ſyſtem, the preſer: 
plant properly belonging to the order of PoLycamta Fr. 
TRANEA, ARCTOT1S anthemoides, paradoxa, and dentata, are 
however, certainly congeners, and GæRTNER has made an 
attempt to form them into a diſtin genus, under the name 
of UxsINS IA, in which we might have been led to have fol. 
lowed him, but unluckily our plant wants his eſſential charac 
of a double pappus on the crown of the ſeed. It fre. 
quently, though not generally, happens that the florct re. 
mains attached to the ſeed after this is ripe ; is it poſſible 
that, in the examination of a dried ſpecimen, ſuch a circum. 
ſtance could have deceived this accurate Botaniſt? However 
this may be, our plant has certainly no ſuch double pappus, 
one within the other, as he has deſcribed and figured, although 
it has, which is very unuſual, a fort of pappus at both ends, a 
membranous crown at one end, and a pencil of hairs at the 
other. By this laſt, the ſeed attaches itſelf to whatever it hap- 
pens to touch, and by this means may be conveyed to a greater 
diſtance than by the help of the wind. 

Though poſſeſſing no particular beauty, it is, in ſeveral re- 
ſpetts, curious to the eye of a common obſerver. All the 
inſide of the flower is of a lively yellow colour, the outſide 
purple. The buds nod, but the flowers when expanded ſtand 
erect ; as the ſlower decays, it again nods till the ſeeds are 
ripe, when 1t riſes upright, and the crown of the ſeed expand- 
ing at the ſame time, it very much reſembles ſome flower of 
another family, having a corolla of five white ſegments and 
a brown ſtar in the middle, not very unlike a alice. The 
whole plant ſmells like Chamomile. 

It is an annual, a native of the Cape of Good Hope, and 
thrives very well in the open border, and if brought forward 
by being ſown on a hot-bed in the Spring, will produce plenty 
of ſeeds, If kept within doors, the flowers diminifh in ſize 
and loſe their purple colour, It has been cultivated at the 
Botanic Garden at Brompton fince the year 1795, at which 
time it was firſt raiſed there from ſeeds obtained from the

more numerous than is general in IX 1a, fx to ten, outer ones 
gradually ſhorter, outermoſt ſcarcely half an inch lung. 05 
La Rocut's variety is blotted and ſtreaked with brown ; but 
if Ix 1A lacera, which we have not yet met with, be a dillinct 
ſpecies, this would rather be a variety of that. 

Propagates faſt by feeds, ſtem-bulbs, and root-bulbs, and is 
become one of the commoneſt ſpecies in our gardens, yet has 
never before been figured, except in the Botanilt's Repoſior®, 
Preſerves its colour, when dried, unimpaired. Cultivated by 
MiLLER in 1738. 

It has been ſuppoſed that many remarkable varieties in this 
genus have been produced by the induſtry of Dutch gardeners, 
but this is very doubtful, for certain it is that ſcarcely a va- 
riety, or what is ſuppoſed to be ſuch, has been imported from 
Holland, that has not been produced allo from bulbs that 
were undoubtedly gathered wild or diſcovered in ſpecimens 
colletted at the Cape. Whenever therefore a plant affords 
marks of diſtinction from its congeners, exceeding thoſe al- 
loted to variety by Linxzus, and is not known to have been 
ratied from the ſeeds of the identical ſpecies of which it is 
pretended to be a variety, we, without heſitation, record a a 
diſtinct ſpecies : as ſtudiouſly avoiding, on the other hand, 
enumerate as ſuch, thoſe that merely differ within the Hog 
preſcribed by our great maſter. When, as in this inſtance, 
we are but fſhghtly acquainted with the local economy and 
preciſe habitat, this rule requires to be ſtrictly attended to. 


N. B. In the enumeration of the ſpecies of WATSONIA (ſee 537 
we omitted Ix1A ſpicata (fitulsfa, Bot. Mag.) and Ix1a Shana, 


which we now propoſe for infertion.—W ATSONIA plantaginea will be 
ſhortly given.

It is a native of North-America, from whence it was int 
duced by PETER Cor LISsOx, Eſq. in 1755, flowers "wha 
June to Auguſt ; prefers a moilt foil, where, like ſome of bs 
mints, it increaſes greatly by throwing out numerous ſhoots fron 
its roots, by dividing and tranſplanting of which it is readily 
propagated, as well as by ſeeds, which it produces, though a 
abundantly. : 

The name of MonarDa was given to this genus in honour 
of NichoLAs MoxnarDEts, a Spaniſh Phyſician, of the fix. 
teenth century, and its trivial name from this ſpecies having 
ſubdidynamous flowers, i. e. with four ſtamens, but two of 


them without anthers.

This very rare and diſtin ſpecies is but of low ſtature, at 
leaſt we have not yet ſeen it reach a foot in height. The ſtalk 
is woody at the lower part and angular; branches few, fleſhy, 
flexuoſe, with leaves growing alternate on footſtalks the length 
of the leaf, with two very ſmall green ſubulate ſtipulæ; leaves 
foft, kidney-ſhaped, divided almoſt to the footſtalk into five 
cuneate three-toothed ſegments, the two outer ones, as is uſual, 
broader than the reſt, conſiſting as it were of two united. 
From the very extremity of the branch grows one erect pe- 
duncle, jointed at the baſe, and having juſt below the joint 
generally three concave ovate brattez. he ſimilarity of the 
peduncle and bratez to thoſe of the umbellate ſpecies, leads 


to a ſuſpicion that the flower may not always be ſolitary ; how- 
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ever, we have never as yet ſeen it bear more than one to 
each branch. The ſegments of the calyx are very long, ſpread. 
ing, linear-lanceolate. Corolla large, ſhewy, the two ſuperior 
petals ered, obovate, cream-coloured, beautifully ftreaked 
ſrom the centre with red veins, and more than double the fize 
of the three lower paler veinleſs petals. Fertile ſtamens 
ſeven, aſcendent, with purple anthers. Stigmas five, rotate, 
incurved. 

When a plant has obtained an eſtabliſhed name, we hold 
it better to retain this than to change it even for a better; but 
this ſpecies never having been, to our knowledge, defcribed 
by any author of authority, we feel ourſelves at liberty to 
adopt the name of quinalum, which was with great propriety 
propoſed by Mr. GawWIER, from its leaves being divided into 
five ſegments or leaflets, much in the ſame manner as thole of 
ternatum are divided into three; the nurſeryman's name pre. 
morſum, which gives a falſe idea, appearing to us totally in- 
admiſſible. 

It is eaſily propagated by cuttings, but the tender branches 
ſeem very apt to periſh. 

Was firſt railed from ſeeds procured from the Cape by 
Mr. QUARRELL, at the nurſery of Mr. Corvitts, King's- 
Road, Chelſea, where it has been plentiſully increaſed.

Many of our readers will doubtleſs be ſurpriſed to ſee this 
plant ranked under Ix1a, where indeed, as the eſſential cha- 
Fracter has hitherto ſtood, it can claim no admiſſion; but, 
while grandiflora and its relatives are ſuffered to remain, this 
cannot be excluded without giving a ſhock to natural affinity, 
Fas violent to that as uleleſs to artificial ſy ſtem, for fo com- 
pletely do this and Ix1a grandiffora of the laſt number agree 
in habit, in capſule, in ſeed, and in ſpathe, that before the 
corolla is expanded, or after it is waſted away, they cannot be 
Wiltinguiſhed from each other. From the irregularity of its 
corolla alone it has been univerſally conſidered to be a Gr a- 
pPloros, from which genus it is however entirely excluded by 
The corrected effential charafter, as given by Mr. GawLtk 
774. 538). As this agrees with IX IA grandifiora, palbifera 
Pe. ſo does Grapiorus /ecurigera of the Bot. Mag. with 
a IXI 


IxIA crocala and its relatives, and differs nearly in the (ame 
manner, and both muſt belong to genera, of the efſentia} 
charatter of which the regularity or irregularity of the corolla 
can form no part. Mr. CurrT1s appears to have been ſenſible 
of the natural affinity of theſe plants, and under this impreſſion 
had marked the drawing of IX 1A Bulbifera, given this month 
GLiapioLus ſulphureus, and noted it as one of thoſe ſpecics 
which it is difficult to determine whether it belongs to that 
genus or to Ix1a., When ſuch men as he are at a Joſs to 
arrange the ſpecies under the genera as now conſtituted, jt 
ſhews the neceſlity of a reform“. :
